ICAN EXPORTS. 


Those for August Exceeded Any 


Kecorded in the History of 


tbe Government. 


WASHINGTON, October 7.— The bureau 


of statistics has issued the table show- 
ing the exports and imports for August, 
the first full month under tbe new tariff 
law. These figures ahow for that month 
the largest exports of domestic mer- 
chandise of any Angunt in the history of 
the government. The exports were 
$79,490,266 against $60,689,931 for An- 
guHt, 1896. 


For the first eight months of tbe year 


the exports were £61,810,000 in excess 
of the first eipht months of 1896, so that 
tbe bureau officials believe that tbe ex- 
ports this year will far exceed those of 
last year, which was its record-breaking 
year in the matter of exports. 


The value of all imports for Anguet 


waa $39,86-1,312, oi which $18,029,607 
ware free. Tuoso Spares show a decrease 
-of about $10,000,000 below those of 1896. 
The decrease wan due to a heavy reduc- 
tion in tho importation of raw wool, 
which decreased from 4.651,000 ponnds 
in August last year to 2,877,877 pounda 
last August; manufai: Lured wool from 
$3,709,000 to $639,000; wood and manu- 
facture s thereof to $! .1163,600 to $1,271,- 
000; manufactures of cotton from $1,- 
553,000 to $1,623,130; manufactures of 
jnto, flax, hamp, etc., from $2,221,000 to 
$999,239 ; iron and ateel from $1 ,766,807 
to $357,344 and sugars from $5,340,000 to 
$2,956,000.

atock and of the Pacific express stock, 
part of tbe collateral under the trust. 
Included in tbe purchase are all the 
more important stocks of such branch 
lines which contributed valuable traffic 
to the main line.

collateral trust 6 per cent notes wonld 
be paid on and after October 22d and 
that interest on the amonnt so payable 
will ceaee on that date.

HUNDKEDS RETURN DESTITUTE 


A Riot at Seattle Only Averted by 


the Presence of United 


States Troops. 


PORT TOWNSEN-D, Wash., October 7.— 


Among the passengers who arrived from 
S*. Michaels today was John Qniucy 
Barnum of Murray, Idaho. Barnum 
was one of eighty-nix passengers on the 
steamer Eliza Anderson, which was 
forced to put into Dutch ilarbor in a dis- 
abled condition. 


Of the trip from Dutch Ilarbor to St. 


Michaels, Barnum says : 


"One hundred and seven people made 


the trip on tbe little schooner BaranofT, 
on which there was not comfortable 
standing room, to say nothing of having 
to do the entire time without sleep. Al- 
though the distance from Dutch Harbor 
to St. Michanls is but 450 miles, ten days 
were consumed in making the trip ow- 
ing to a strong wind which sprang up 
when we were within forty miles of St. 
Michaels and blew us GO far out that we 
could plainly see the Siberian coast. 


"The schooner shipped water until 


everything and everybody was soaked 
and it took four and a half davo to get 
back to St. Michaels. Owina" to the 
crowded condition of the schooner there 
waa actual suffering aboard and on 
reaching St. Michaels they were worn 
out and the sight we met there only 
added to our disgust. The result was 
that several of us took tbo first oopor- 
tunity to get out," 


Barnum said there had been no news 


direct from Dawaon City received at St. 
Michaels for four weeks previous to his 
leaving and no news can possibly be 
brought by river before neit summer 
as ice was already forming in the salt 
water at the mouth of the river and the 
Tesh water mast certainly have benn 
'rozan to considerable thickness at that 
lime. 


"In a month from now," said he, "I 


do not believe there will be 100 persona 
eft at St. Michaels as nearly everybody 
s preparing to come back. A great 
mauy will come down on the steamer 
Portland, but a majority left ero this on 
tho three masted echooner 
.Novelty, 


which was discharging cargo at St. 
Michaels when we left. 


"The captain of the Novelty will 


aring down with him a!l of those having 
sufficient money to pay for their board 
on the trip, no faro being charged. This 
s done simply as an act of charity and 
in tbe interests of humanity. 


"Many persona have not money suffi- 


cient to even pay for their board on the 
schooner, and unless they can sell their 
outfits for cash will be forced to remain 
at St. Michaels during the winter."

The Defense in the Lnetgert 


Murder Trial. 


WITNESSES WHO BROKE DOWN 


May Siemmeriuff Confronted With 


Her Own Admissions Before 


the Grand Jury. 


CHICAGO, October 7. — One more day ol 


evidence and the finish of tbe Luetgert 
trial will be in sight. The state an- 
nounced today that it bid bat few wit- 
nesses and that it would get through 
with them without much delay tomor- 
row. 
An adjournment will then be 


taken until Monday, when the defense- 
will offer a small amount of aur-rebuttit 
and then the way will be clear for the 
arguments of tbe attorneys, which will 
take about one week. 


It was a bad a ay lot the defense. The 


evidence of two of their chief witnesses 
waa alo-oat destroyed. Mary Siemmer- 
OK and William Charles, Lu&tgert's 
Business partner, were the sufferers. 
Witness after witness came on the stand 
md swore that when Mary Stammering 
aad denied that she had admitted im- 
proper relations with Luetgert, she had 
not told the truth. They said aha had 
admitted it and in the moat unequivocal 
manner. ; 


Most of these witnesses were mem- 


lers ol tha grand jury which had in- 
dicted Luetgert and their evidence was 
crushing. Tney all told the same story 
and the most desperate efforts of the de- 
ense could not shake one of them. 
Comment business men who had deal- 
nga with Charlee, and bankers with 
whom be had done business, awore that 
he could not be believed under oath 
and told of shady business transactions 
n which he bad been connected. In 
his case, as in that of Mary Sipmmer- 
ng, the defense made frantic efforts to 
lave the character of their witnesses, 
mt were not abla to accomplieh any- 
hing. 
Then came a horde of witnesses to im- 


peach William Charles, Luetgert'a part- 
ner. 


Mr. Ch&rlea sat in the courtroom and

The Assumption of the Title of Em- 


peror May Mean More 


Than Appears. 


TOKIO, Japan, October 7.— It ia re- 


ported here that the king of Corea has 
proclaimed himself emperor of Corea. 


WASHINGTON, October 7.— The Corean 


minister hero has not been informed 
;hat the king of Corea has proclaimed 
himself emperor, and some doubt is ex- 
>resaed as to the report, as it is thought 
o be a step of which the legation would 
>e advised by cable. The change, if one 
ifiB been made, is felt tc be one of title 
nd dignity, as it is said the substitution 
of emperor for king would not entail 
>ny substantial changes in the country. 
nhfi countries with which Corea has 
most to do— China, Japan and Russia- 
are empires. 


Tbe change in title will not make any 
hange in the method of addreseinghim 
pursued by the department of state, 
whica uniformly has adopted the native 
itle and addresses the ruler as "Your 
Majesty," Tao Oho Sen. 


Whether this ie equivalent to ompe- 
or or merely king is not known at the 
department. H the title is really to be 
aiaed, however, it is suggested that it 
may mean more than appears on the 
urfaco. The Chinese have actnally but 
not theoretically abandoned claim to 
tuzerainty over Corea, and the adoption 
by the ruler of the latter of the title 
would appear to indicate a purpose to 
leliberately affect the independence of 
be countrv hereafter to China.

To state the case exactly, a Republican 


mdminlstrttion of thia city has never op 


I' 
posed the Volunteer Fire Department in 
iti reasonable and jtiflt right of selecting 
men from its own ranks for paid posi 
turns, nor haa it ever discharged the men 
from the paid positions who were selected 
for those placea by the members of the 
department. Thia is tbe record of the 
Republicans in dealing with the fire de- 
partment, and it is a record of hono 
and justice. 


But the REPUBLICAN is ready to give 


even tbe devil hia due. The afternoon 
paper elates correctly that the Republi 
can board declared vacancies in the case 
of the men who were foisted upon the 
department by the old Trianele withou 
the consent ol the firemen. This action 
it took in justification of ita claim tha 
the department waa entitled to mafc 
the selections and that its right bat 
oean wrongly usurped.

Raiain growers need not go into the 


past more than a year to learn wiedom 
of experience. At this time last year 
raisins were only selling for 2,!.j cents in 
the sweatbox, and the demand at that 
price wag not particalarly active. 
It 


was not until atout the Sth or 10th of 
October that the demand for raisins be- 
came active and prices besan to advance. 
It will be remembered that the growers | 
who hel'3 ont for better prices were well 
paid for so damp, many ot them getting 
from S'j to :>?.i cents for the crops. Con- 
ditions are practically the same this 
year with Uie exceptions that while the 
crop id perhaps a little heavier the mar- 
kets are in much better condition and 
the increased duty makes a higher price 
noceajary for the Spanish goods and for 
Zante currants. The conditions, es a 
Whole, warrant better prices than those 
of last year.

ATTACKING

PARTMENT. 


Joe Spinney and the coterie of pol- 


iticians who are attacking the long- 
conceded rights of the Fresno Volun- 
teer Fire Department have found a 
color bearer in the Expositor. In its is- 
sue of laet evening that paper says in 
favor of the scheme to disrupt the de- 
partment : 


The idea that tbo board of city trus- 


tees'is "sacrificing the interests of the 
city" is all nonEenao and the declaration 
ie a piece of hypocrisy on the part of 
the REPUBLICAN. There never was a 
more partisan board thau that which 
rnJed up to the time when Mr. Spinney 
saw the error of his way and foreook bis 
old associates. They had hardly taken 
their Beats four years ago when they 
made a clean eweep of the policemen 
snd tbe fire department. They sought 
no cauee, but on ceremoniously fired out 
every man along the] line. U a city 
employe was a Democrat that was cause 
sufficient for bis discharge. Tne Demo- 
crats then accepted the situation grace- 
fully and stepped out. 


If this were true the conduct of Re- 


publican administrations would furnish 
Home escuee for the schemers who do 
not hesitate to jeopardize tbe fire de- 
partment aud the safety of the city to 
satiety their petty political ambitions, 
But it is not true. The Republican ad- 
ministrations of thia city have from Brat 
to last stood by the fire department in 
the exorcise of its reasonable right to 
nominate- the paid men from ita own 
ranks. There has been no exception to 
thia rule. 


The Expositor further aaya: 
The fire department was never better 


or more efficient than when under the 
control of Tim Walton. It was aa good 
aa any the city ever had, but it was 
tamed out bodily when the Republicans 
came into power. There waa no "sac- 
rificing the interests of the city then," 
in the eyes of the Republican manage- 
ment. 


This ia absolutely falae in every par- 


ticular. When the Republican Board of 
Trustees succeeded the old Triangle it 
did not discharge a single fireman, nor 
did it claim the right to do so. To the 
contrary it notified the fire department, 
then under the control of Chief Walton 
aud the other appointees of the Demo-

City Board of Trustees to rule the Vol- 
unteer Fire Department with an iron 
hand, to ignore the services of the good 
citizena who give their time and ser- 
vice freely to the city and thrust out- 
aidera in the paid placea, ie not ques- 
tioned. That is well uaderatood, and to 
discuss it ia to thresh over old straw and 
raste words upon a settled question. 
The trustees have this legal right. 


Whether they will exercise it with 
reason and justice, with liberality and 
common eenae, or with narrow partisan- 
ship and vicious disregard for tho best 
interests of the department, ia thequee- 
tioo. 


The right of the firemen to select men 


from their ownranka for the paid placea 
has long been conceded by the trustees. 
That it is a concession is granted, bnt 
that it ia a juat and wise concession ex- 
perience has proven. Under that rule 
harmony has prevailed and the depart- 
ment has grown in efficiency. Every citi- 
zen fe3ls a justifiable pride in tbe de- 
partment, and every property-owner 
ieela that the safety of hia home and hie 
place of businesa is more secure became 
Fresno has such a fire department. 


But the Fresno Expositor and a coterie 


of ward politicians are not satisfied with 
thia condition of things and propose to 
take from the department the right they 
have enjoyed. They propose to iznore 
the volunteer firemen and arbitrarily 
exercise the power to put 
outsiders 


over them. Regarding thia proposition 
the Expositor says: 


The REPDBLICAN saya in substance 


that tbo fire department which was 
turned out by the Republican board in 
1893 waa "composed of rowdiea and 
toughe," and for that reason they 
acknowledged the authority of the board

Poisons In Ink. 


It has recently l>een proved by micro- 


scopic examination that ink is liable to 
contain pathogwiic bacteria. Dr. Alarp- 
inann of Linpsic has lately published 
thft results of examination of G7 sam- 
ples of ink used in schools. Saprophytes, 
bacteria and micrococci we.rn fonnd in 
most of them. In two instances tbo doc- 
tor succeeded in cultivating a bacillus 
from migrosin ink which proved fatal 
to mico within four daya But most 
bacteria are harmless, and it has been 
ascertained by tbo actual fcspcrimenta 
of some eminent Now York scientists 
that in the many varieties of ink us^d 
in that city, which they tested, there 
were no disease germs. However, a pen 
•which has been dipped in ink should 
never bo moistened with tho tongue.

The meeting 
waa called by the executive committee 
ot the ciub, uiid tho object is to discuss 
the rAHin situation auJ take sued Pteps 
as will re=uk in eecariu^ to tha growers 
lair pi-tee?, whitii ir.onna any prwe from 
3J.< eenta np. The tfrowtis from the 
neighboring coantios have been in- 
cluiletl in tlw iorita'.ltm of t!te Farmers' 
club, and they will HO doubt bo well 
represented. 


The executive commit tje will have 


some Rood news to impart to the grow- 
ers at the meeting. Its members have 
been !ookic£ about them diligently for 
ways and means of foiling the game the 
bears have boen playing, and think they 
have succeeded in finding an eUicaciona 
plan. The buyers depended not a littla , 
upon the inability of many of the urow- 
'• 


era to store their product, and they 
counted upon this class to rueh their 
raisins to the market and thus demor-! 
alize prices. Their expectation, how- 
ever, seani3 destined not to be realized. 


The committee has made arrange- 


ments by which the growers may bring 
their raisins to the co-operative packing 
houses, where they can be stemmed, 
hosed and stored. There are eome six- 
teen of these packing honeea in this 
district and they will he able to handle 
a very large part of the output. They 
are equipped with stemmera and have a 
vast quantity of boxes on hand. It 
may not be necessary, hnwever, to 
throw open all of these establishments. 
The buyers will probably admit the er- 
ror of their way and correct it when 
they realize that the growers are not to 
bo bluffed into ruining themselves. 


Another excellent thine accomplished 


by the members of tbe executive com- 
mittee of the Farmers' Club waa the en- 
listing of tha interest of tbe local banks. 
The leading banka say they will lend 
money on nil raisina in proper shape in 
order to help out the growers. Thia is 
cortainlv very fine news, aud the com- 
bination of banks and 
cooperative 


packing liousej* ia one that should suc- 
ceed in briuuing the bears to terms. 
Tho details of this plan will be un- 
folded at today's meeting of growera, 
and it will therefore be to tho interest of 
every raisin man to ba on hand and 
bear the cood news for himself. 


If raisins were worth 3J^ cents before 


tho rain, the-y are certainly worth i 
cents now. Reports have not yet come 
in from local growers, but the rain must 
have caused considerable damage. The 
exact extent will not bo known for a 
week or ao yet, but an approximate esti- 
mate will no doubt be arrived at today 
at the growers' meeting. The report 
cornea from Hanford that great damage 
waa done to the raisins on paper traye 
in that district. It apps&rs that some 
300.CM paper trays are used in that 
neighborhood. A dispatch from Yiaalia 
says that serious damage waa done to 
raisins in the northern part ol Tulare 
county. Quite a number of paper trays 
ore used in Fresno county, and tho rai- 
sins on these have probably met with 
tbe same fate as those in Kings county. 
A grower yesterday expressed the opin- 
ion that the rain would result in the 
lotting of a large part of the eecor.d crop 
and that nearly all of this crop would 
probably go to the wineries. 
' In view of these conditions it would 
seem that a erower who wonld Hell hii 
product for less than 3}£ cents a pounc 
wa<> not very sound in the "upper 
Btory," but there must he very few such, 
The general opinion is that the rain wil 
cause a stiffening of the raisiu market 
sod that the bnyera will Boon be glad to 
get raisine at '&% cents.

WHAT THE BASKS Wfl.L DO. 


Mr, Gordon stated that he wan au- 


thorized by the First National and the 
Fresno National Banks to flay tbat they 
would advance 2, 2J-4 and 2J^ cents per 
pound, varying aa to quality, when tbe 
raisins were in ahape for the market and 
stored and insured in come warehouse. 
It did not make any difference where 
the raisins were packed, aa long as the 
owner held a receipt showing that they 
wete stored in gome warehouse. It was 
the desire of the Farmers' Clnb, ex- 
plained the speaker, to advise the grow- 
ers to borrow the money to pay the 
expense of picking, etc., and hold the 
raiainn until the buyers came to time. 
The packing-houses of the co-operative 
packers could be utilized for storing the 
gooda. 
George L.Warlow followed, pointing 


out caees of buyers bearing the market. 
He was also convinced that if the grow- 
era wonld atand together and defy the 
buyers resolutely a 3}-i cent rate, at 
least, could be obtained.

WANTS A. HIGHER PRICE, 


N. M. TrezeVaut SayS 3)^ Cents Is 


Not Enough. 


"Three and a half cents ia a fair 


price for raisina" has been so often re- 
peated recently, both verbally and in 
print, tbat it ia beginning to bo accepted 
aa a price bpyond which it ia unreason-, 
able to ever espect «n advance, 4A1- 
ready the humble rancher who ia ao 
rash aa to dare to form & different opin- 
ion expresses it, it at all, with (eur and 
trembling lest he bo deemed a fool or an 
ignornmiiB. 


This expression is vague and indefinite, 


and, 1 believe, ia .often used Cireleeely 
and thoughtlessly by persons whose 
ideas upon tbe subject are aa confused 
aud inaccurate as the expression itself. 
Although the phrase, a "fair price," 
will admit of several different construc- 
tions, it is donhtlBsa used to mean that 
it in such a price aa will assure a reason* 
able return to the vineyardiat for bin 
labor and capital, and one equal to tbe 
average remuneration derived 
from 


other vocationa. 


It is claimed that 3K cents in the 


awcatbox doea this. I deny it. At this 
price the 20-acre vineyardiat, wbo ia the 
Cornerstone of our hnaineas structure, 
and whose financial condition measures 
and regulates tbat of us all, makes no 
more net profit than the common day 
laborer. Tbia may be disputed, but I 
am aure will be substantiated by a care- 
ful estimate and consideration of wear 
and tear, including all deterioration of 
land and buildings, occasional loss of 
crops, and the thousand and one ex- 
penses, many unforeseen and unforesee- 
able, incident to the business. 


Kaiain production, when so 
con* 


ducted aa to be permanently profitable, 
is very expensive. I feel very much 
tempted to twit my "minimum"friendB, 
but will refrain. The matter is too 
grave for levity. Yet, begging their par- 
don, I see that they are still claiming 
that the horse is aixteen feet high. We 
will grant it, and let bygones be by- 
gonea. We will pardon tbat mistake in 
consideration of the evident advantages 
to be derived by us from their «AW 
scheme of procuring advances from capi- 
talists on our raisins when packed by 
the co-operativea and others, thus en- 
abling ua to hold for better prices. Let 
ua eagerly and quickly accept and act 
upon tbat suggestion. But let us say 
naught about 3)£ cents nor any other 
minimum. Let us get what the market, 
governed by supply and demand, will 
give ua. Let each grower determine for 
himself his price, guided solely by hia 
belt judgment baaed upon the best and 
tho nearest full information obtainable, 
and uninfluenced by the dictum of any 
man, or eel of men unless supported by 
satisfactory reasons. 


We are engaged in a business which, 


properly managed, ia a monopoly, but 
which we are allowing to enrich othera 
and to impoverish ourselves. 


This season the Eastern wholesale 


buyers of our raisins have had some ex- 
cuse for timidity and caution, because 
on account of the many peculiar condi- 
tions of the market tbeir purchases had 
to be more than usually tentative. They 
had to throw out their skirmishers in 
order to test and ascertain the demand. 
But, if they are responsible for the pres- 
ent downward tendency of the market,

A Timely Warning-.

The etorm that csme over this city 
.nd county yesterday aiternoon was pe- 
culiar io'many respects. 


Enough notice wai given to enable 


most growers of raisiua to stack their 
;raya and these growers are under a last- 
ng obligation to the weather bureau aud 
ita local observer, J. P. Bolton. The 
warning was sent out before sunme 
yesterday, and it wag not of a kind to be 
disregarded. 


The storm came up from the south. It 


reached Freeno a little before 1 p. m. 
and at 3 o'clock waa directly over a e;ot 
a mile aud a half weatof the court house. 
There waa Hula wind, and this blew 
fitfully from southeast to southwest. 


The height of the storm was reached 


about 2.30 p. m. A KKI-UHUCAX repre- 
sentative waa in the observing room and 
the time was a lively one. One flash, 
which was unusually bright, caused the 
telegraph instrument to snap like tbe 
crack of a whip. This particular flash 
came from a cloud which was vertical at 
a point less than half a mile distant 
[rom the observing station. It cauetu 
children and women on the etraets to 
utter an involuntary cry. The thunder 
cloud swept nearly round tbe town, after 
this, at an average distance of a mile and 
a half from the observing point, 


The Btorm clouds were aharply de- 


fined aud fringed. There were gaps at 
intervals as the storm eddied around the 
center, and through these gaps tbe sun 
could ba sBBn shining on the plains, 
fifteen miles away. 


Later in tbe evening the storm drifted 


off to the north and east. The flashes 
were brilliant over the Madera foothills 
at sunset, moving in the direction of 
Wawonaand the Yoaemite valley. 


The "barograph," an automatic regis- 


ter of the barometrical pressure in tho 
local bureau, wobbled very unsteadily 
during the storm.

What T. E, Kewell Near Selma 


Has Accomplished. 
From the Seliim Euterprise. 


T. F. Newell at bis fine place north of 
lelma has a fortune in sight for this 
eason's crop. Mr. Nawell's prune 
growing is one of the bit: successes of 
ounty borticultnre. He began with a 
mall planting as an experiment about 
en years ago when he first came to the 
ounty from SHU Mateo. It was then 
encrally believed that prunes would 
ot succeed here. At that time Mr. 
Sfewell planted hia thirty-five-acre vine- 
ard and smaller tracts to apple, pear 
>d nut trees. But it was the two 
crea of prunes tbat came first into 


ine and thej have kept right at it 


ver since. Fully satisfied that prunes 
would bear in this section, five years ago 
Mr. Newell planted sis acres more, and 
our yeavs ago another six acres in 
irunes. Early this season he estimated 
he crop on the tree as equal to thirty 
ona of dried prunes. HiB manager of 
iickers estimated it at forty tons. Since 
be picking and curing ia fairly under 
way Mr. Newell considers fifty tons a 
:onaervative estimate. 


He has built a furnace and dipping 
ank and is handling the prunes sclenti- 
ically. Twenty-five men are at work 
n the orchard and at tho dipping tanks 
and drying grounds. 


Mr. Newell's vineyard ia yielding him 


over a ton of raisins to the acre. A con- 
servative estimate places bia assured ro- 
,urnfl this season alone from about fifty 
acres of hia farm at nearly $7000. 


This la not all, for fine fields of alfalfa 


lin among the orchards and vineyards 
and other tree fruits, while not counting 
BO heavily as usual this season on ac- 
count of codlin moth are brinclne in a 
:air return for investment and labor.

Fruitvale estate, has returned from Eu- 
rope, where he haa been a close ob- 
server of the markets for California 
products, and he considers the outlook 
for California producers very bright. 
The raisin situation he believes to be 
especially favorable to the California 
growers. He laughs at the idea of rai- 
ain growers parting with their product 
at local prices and Bays that aa soon &s 
the bareness of the markets o£ the 
world ia realized raisina will co way up 
in price. "There are not enough rai- 
sing to go around," vigorously aaserta 
Mr. Kearney, "and everything depends 
on the people here." 
The gentleman areues from his oh 


eervatione that raisins ahould now be 
commanding 5 cents in the sweatbor 
instead of 3 or VA cents. The only 
thing in the way of securing the above 
price, he believes, will be the action o 
the growers themselves. "If they atani 
together and demand it tbey will surely 
receive 5 cents," eaya Mr. Kearney 
"For five yeara before the panic of 189; 
raiaina commanded 5 cente, and we hat 
to compete with the foreign laiainu 
then." 
"The dealers in the East are waiting 


to see what the outcome will be. They 
will not bay raisins until tbey see wha 
phase the situation will take. If the 
growers will hold on to tbelr goods tbey 
will get good money for their product 
if they let go, some one else will make 
the money." 
Reports from Kinga county indicate 


that much damage has been done to the 
raisin crop by the recent storms. Ales 
Gordon returned from Hanford'yester 
day and he reports that the loaa ba 
already amounted to considerable, and i 
the weather ia not favorable tbe damap 
will reach large proportions. Already i 
is estimated that the raiain crop in 
Kings county haa been damaged 20 pe 
cent.

ahip in tho machine Ehops of Phila- 
delphia, but like Peter the Great, has 
become master of hia trade and is now 
contributing immensely to the welfare 
of Russia. The Ruaaian army ia com- 
posed of strong, hardy men, and its offi- 
cers are highly educated and Bkillful 
officials. 


"Germany is one vast military camp. 


It is geographically in such a position 
that it is compelled to maintain a great 
military force. On one aide is Austria, 
that they have overrun, and France that 
mmvn.,v 
haa been conquered and a part of her 
AUlUflUili 


territory taken away by fighting her 
when ahe was at a great disadvantage. 
On the other side stands tbe great Rus- 
sian bear, and between these two Ger- 
many finda it necessary to keep her 
powder dry. The German army is kept 
under rigid discipline, is well drilled, 
makes the finest appearance on parade, 
but its fighting qualities are no better 
than the English, Russian or French 


•miea. 
"T saw partof the French manoenvere 


near San Quentin. The French army ia 
not spectacular in appearance, yet it had 
a solidity and earneatneaa of purpose 
which indicate that it IB well equipped 
for war. Its uniforms are not BO hand- 
Bomeas thoaeof the German army, but 
are serviceable, while ite officers are 
skillful and intensely in earnest. 
"There were 70,000 well-equipped.well- 


discipliued troops, and the review by 
tne President was one of tbe finest dis- 
plays I have ever witnessed. The army 
of 70,000 passed the reviowine-Btand in 
a little more than two hours' time, and 
the entire body of cavalry, 10,000 strong, 
charged across the field in one solid 
m&fls and halted but a few yards from 
the line and in oplendid order." 


The correspondents suggested that 


"Buronean military men held that offi- 
cers of the United States army wore at 
a disadvantage in being without oppor- 
tunities to drill large armies. 


"Yet great field maneuvers simply 


simulate war," was the comment of Gen- 
eral Miles. "The llomborg maneuvers 
were practically a great drill. They 
looked very grand, but there is no school 
of war except war. What might aeem 
to be practical in maneuvers might be 
wholly impracticable iu a condition of 
antnal hostilities. There are hundreds, 
if not thousands of men in the United 
States who have baen engaged in the 
same maneuvers with brigades, divis- 
ions or army corpa in practical drill 
nearly every day for four yeara and at 
tbe same time have been in more des- 
perate, hard fought battlea than any 
men in Europe. Still, field 1 maneuvers 
are useful in teaching officers to com- 
mand large bodiea of troops and in ac- 
customing large bodiea of soldiers to 
move together." 


To a question as to whether the 


United States, under its military policy 
would be able to cope with an European 
power, General Milea replied: 


"In any population it ia estimated 


one man nut of five ia capable of hearing 
arms. That would give us an army of 
12,000,000. 
Our people are strong 


physically and generally intelligent and 
well informed. Baaides that each citi- 
zen ia a sovereign and personally inter- 
ested in the welfare of hia government 
and serves voluntarily without being 
forced into the service by a military dea- 
potiam. 
"We have many thousands of men 


Btill living who hcve seen more war, 
participated in more battlea than any 
man in Europe. But it is another 
thine to equip an army with modern ap- 
pliances for the defense of a coast where 
we would have to use high power guns 
and modern projectiles which it would 
take years to construct. 


"Modern rifles are different from the 


squirrel guna with which our revolu- 
tionary fathers wont to war. The range 
of modern arms is very great and pro- 
jectiles weigh 700 pounds. Ther apidity 
of the rapid fire machine guns, the 
maxim and gatHng., ia 400 to 600 ehota 
a minute. 
Although these am Amer- 


ican inventions they are largely used in 
the European service."

F. A. Gobin, Tulare, Cal. 


Dear Sir:—Replying to yonr telegram 


asking for eome communication to the 
press of Tulare upon the raisin situa- 
tion, the following is oar judgment in 
the matter: The market has no strength 
if the growers do not give it, but tbe 
growers ate organizing by districts here, 
determined to hold lor a minimum 
price of 3}£ cents in the aweathox, and 
a meeting is to be held Tuesday in 
Kinga county with tbe view to a gen- 
eral agreement on the same terms. 
This with the rain and unfavorable 
weather will so brace up the market 
that we believe those who will hold back 
their raiaina will Ret SK cents or more 
intbeaweatbox. Laat year the eietern 
market did not respond before October 
Sth to any price that woald allow the 
packers to pay more than 2>a cents, but 
the growers were resolute and held for 
higher prices, and as raisins did not go 
forward they began to bid higher, and 
steadily advanced through the months 
of October and November unlit some ra- 
ceivedaa highas4centa in the a seat- 
box for raisins. 
The packera are celling few raieins 


below 3>iC cents—there IB no rush to sell 
anywhere. We 
look to see raisins 


called for by eastern buyers within a 
week at half a cent advance. We have 
told all onr brokers to bold firmly at an 
advance of halt a cent above laat week'a 
market. If othera have not done it we 
think they will Boon. Of course we 
will buy as cheaply as we can, but we 
would be glad to aee raisins go to 4 cents, 
and when they are there we shall cheer- 
fallv c&yit. We are with the growers in 
thie fight. We have acted on the princi- 
ilo that it is good business policy to 
iring the eastern buyer up rather than 
;rowdi&g the grower down. 


Wa have fought the hattla this way 


and with the aid of the Farmers' Club 
end the press and the great mass of the 
growers, we are going to win. We may 
not make a fortune by it, but we will 
have the satisfaction of having proved 
that the price can be controlled here, 
and that the arowers need not be utam- 
peded and esll at a price that will bring 
rain to themselves and the packers 
aa well. Already there is a more hope- 
ful feeling in the market. The Easi ia 
beginninu to ihow signa of wanting to 
buy at higher prices. We expect to soon 
be bnyine again at 3}f? centa in the

recorder. 0. L. Wainwright was Mr. 
Clark's deputy at tbat time and was 
asked last evening by a REPUBLICAN- re- 
porter if he remembered the transac- 
tion. Mr. Wainwright answered tbat 
he did, very clearly. He stated that 
Borne time after the transfer had been 
made William Faymonville, who repre- 
eented tbe railroad interests here, told 
him of a brief converaation he (Fay- 
monville) bad bad with Crocker.

A cursory glance at the minutes of 


the Board of Suparviaora for 1876 yes- 
terday afternoon revealed no mention of 
the transaction. There is an order on 
tbe records, however, dated March 12, 
1884, which declares public highways 
all the streets and alleys in tbe town of 
Fresno nottheretoforedeciared such, in- 
cluding the plat filed June 8, 1376 and 
snhspqnant plate, aleo certain etreeta 
and alleys in certain additions named in 
the order. On November 11,1882, the 
supervisors gave the Freano Street Rail- 
way Company rights of way over Marl- 
poea, H, Tulare and F streets (also Elm 
and Central avenues'*, showing that tbe 
connty controlled those streets. 


The question is raised whether the 


city can open these streets under the 
grant to the county. Attorneya who 
have been asked about the matter give 
tbe off-band opinion that it can. They 
believe tbat tbe control of the streets 
passed to the municipality when it in- 
corporated and that it can dispose of 
them as it pleases. Tbe streets were 
public bighwaya when the town incor- 
porated and are so still and there is no 
necessity for any legal proceedings. All 
it need do is to take poaaeasi&ii. 


Of course, all this is in caae no instru- 


ment was made subsequently giving the 
company control of the streets again. If 
this was done, the Southern Pacific will 
probably be beard from on the matter.

Packing Aaeociation aaya that unless fair 
prices are offered growers for their rai- 
sins the co-operative. packing hooeea of 
tbe county will be opened at an early 
latfl and the growers leave tbe packers 
with only a small percentage of the crop 
.0 handle. The co-operative packing 
honees can handle 1200 carloada of rai- 
Binn, and under the methods of tho asso- 
ciation the raisins remain in tbe hands 
of tbe growera until sold. The co- 
operative packer said; 


"Warehouse receipts are leaned on 


raisins stored in the packing houses, and 
tbe banks will advance money on the 
basis of these receipts in amounts justi- 
fied by tbe qnalityof tbe raisins. These 
amounts will range from 2 to 2)£ centa 
on the pound of raisins aa represented 
by onr receipt. 
""There are eleven co-operative pack- 
ing houses in tbe county and they have 
a storing capacity aufficient to give the 
growers a chance to atore their product 
and dictate terms to the bay era."

the boy would survive bia injuries. To 
make the matter more unfortunate, 
Murray is a cousin of the shooter. 


Tbe shooting took place yesterday at 


tbe Reese vineyard opposite the fair 
grounds. Patterson was guarding the 
vineyard to prevent persona from enter- 
ing and pilfering grapes. Many people 
pass the ulace daily and trespassers be- 
came eo frequent that they were a source 
of great annoyance. For thie reason 
Herbert Reese, who has charge of the 
place, determined to guard bis property 
with a ahotgun and he stationed Patter- 
son in the vineyard to keep away tres- 
passers. 


Between 11.30 o'clock and noon, Dor- 


land, who had been directed by Manager 
Rockman of the fair grounds to make a 
tDur of inspection of the fences in order 
to prevent anybody from sneaking into 
the gronnde, atepped into tbe vineyard 
right across the way and helped himself 
to a bunch of grapes. lie waa on the 
way out when be beard a report and felt 
a smarting and tingling sensation in bis 
back and lega, He looked around quickly, 
and saw Patterson, with gun in hand, 
running away as fast ae ho could. Dor- 
land knew he had received a fall charge 
and thinking that hia injuries might be 
serious thought it would be wiser to 
have them attended to than to pursue 
the shooter. He therefore informed his 
friends of the c ^urrenre and waa taken 
to the county hospital nesrby for treat- 
ment. In tbe meantime the matter w&a 
reported to tho authorities. 


Patterson's second victim, Murray, 


waa shot about half-past 2 o'clock. Tbe 
lad was going through the vineyard on 
hia way to the house to visit Patterson, 
who is his cousin, when he was fired 
upon with &a Uttle warning as was given 
to Oorland. 


Both Murray and Dorland were seen 


Bt the county hospital yesterday after- 
noon by a REPUBLICAN representative, to 
whom they briefly related their experi- 
ences with Patterson. At that hour it 
was not thought that either of them waa. 
badly hurt, but toward nigbt the bny'a 
injuries took a serious turn, Superin- 
tendent Burka expressing tbe fear tbat 
eome of the shot had taken effect in tbe 
lung cavity. 
Murray was struck on tbe left Bide, 


his arm and aide being well peppered 
with abot. Some of the pellets also en- 
tered hia left cheek and one skinned bia 
nose. The boy was struck by about 100 
shot, the size being No. S. He did not 
appear to he suffering much pain, but 
when ba told tbe reporter how he wae 
shot hla voice Iscame thick with emo- 
tion, bnt he bravely kept back the tears. 


"I was on the way to tbe fair," said 


Murray, "and thought 1 would visit my 
cousin, Will Patterson, at the Reese 
ranch. I went through the vineyard 
and the fir«t thing I knew I was shot. 
Patterson did the shooting, being from 
30 to 40 yards away. I waa not stealing 
any grapes. My cousin turned and ran 
after he had fired off the gun and I, be- 
ing afraid I might fall and be left to die 
alone, ran after him, calling him by 
name and tailing him who I was. He 
finally stopped and came back and, 
recognizing me, helped me to the house. 
Afterwards I wae taken to the hospital. 
Patterson gave no warning 
before 


firing." 


Murray lived with hia mother, aistera 


and a brother over Parker Lyon'a furni- 
ture store on I street. After he was 
brought to the hospital an effort waa 
made to notify bis mother and sisters, 
who work at the Griffin & Skelly pack- 
ing house, bnt tho employe who an-, 
awered tbe telephone answered tbat ehe 
bad no time toattend to tha matter. 


Dorland was lying on a cot next to Mur- 


ray's. About HO shot entered his body, 
moat of thera being in the lower part of 
tbe back and in tbe back of the legs. 
It will be aome time before Mr. Dorland 
will he able to eit down with comfort. 
He also declares that Patterson shot 
without the slightest warning, at a dis- 
tance of abont 100 feet. He felt very 
bitter toward Patterson. While he ia 
well peppered with the leaden pelleta, 
bis injuries are not aa serious as those 
of his fellow sufferer. He baa been In 
tbis city abont two years and is aald to 
be a steady and industriona laborer. 


Patterson was arreated by Deputy 


Constable Dumas after be had brought 
down hia cousin. The prisoner watS 
taken by the officer to the fair grounds, 
where the latter had a buggy. It was 
soon known that the man who shot Dor- 
land was on the grounds, and a crowd 
beaded by eome of hia fellow workmen 
and stablemen gathered. There were 
angry cries of "Lynch him," "kill him," 
but Dumaa, with the aid of some-other 
officers, cot away from the crowd and 
brought Patterson to town and lodged 
trim in jail. 


The prisoner wae visited at tbe jail hy 


a REPUBLICAN reporter, to whom he ex- 
pressed himself as greatly pained over 
the occurrence. He is an intelligent 
looking boy and bia face indicatea no 
viciouenesp. He aaya the vinea in the 
vineyard are of the European variety 
and aland high, and he could not there- 
fore recognize hia cousin. He fired at a 
diatauce of about sixty yards. Patter- 
eon repeatedly denied shooting Dorland, 
claiming ho fired only one shot. He 
also stated that he moved away from 
Murray before shooting, instead of go- 
inc towards them, as he did not want to 
he eo near that the abot would ^o with 
force sufficient to serioaely injure the 
supposed trespasser. 


Howard Murray, n brother of tbe in- 


inrerl bov, and Herbert Reese were in 
town until late last night trying to se- 
cure the release of Patterson, bat were 
unable to do BO. They are confident of 
securing hia release today. 


The probability is, however, that Pat- 


terson has got himself into serious trou- 
ble. Even if Mnrrav recovers and re- 
fuses to prosecute he will have Dorland 
to deal with, who seema determined to 
make the young man anffer for bio free 
nae of the shotgun. Inquiry by tele- 
phone early this morning was met with 
the answer that Murray showed signs 
of improvement. 


Con Angel arrested a man yeaterday 


who was wandering aronnd

town in a auspicious manner. The man 
was acting in a manner indicating in- 
sanity and he was taken to tbe county 
jail to await farther developments. 


Tuesday night a petty thief entered

Entrance waa 
pained through tbe rear window of the 
basement.
